Police Believe T. F. Mnrphy of
Tror, Mo., Took Morphine Be-

cause of IVespondenrr Over Fi-

nancial TrouWea.

Disheartened by financial troubles., T. P.
Murphr of Troy, Mo . about years old.
formerly employed as n special agent of
the Fidelity Mutual Life Insurance Com-
pany, is believed to have taken morphine
on the wSy to Fore. Park Friday night,
from the effects of which he died at l:tt
o'clock yesterday morning In the City Hos-
pital.

Murphy roomed, alnce May I. at No.
nv Lawton avenue. And had allowed his
rent to fall In arrears for nearly three
weeks. He wa. despondent over financial
worries and hail looked for a remittance
In a letter for more than a week. The
letter came Friday nlcht. but there wre
no enclosures for which lie had been wait-
ing.

He took a walk and returned to his
rtorn. merely nodding to the othtr room-
ers. He remained a tout the hnue for
about an hour anil then departed. The
next heard of Murphy he was found on u
bench at tho. Chouteau avenue car loop
in Forest P.irk unronrcioue from the ef-

fect of morphine.
On the car which wa. rounding the

curve at th" time of the discovery was
Mototrcan William S. McKeley of No.
CIS Arc. s venue. McKeley, who Is s.n
to be graduated from a medical college,
attempted t. revive Mnrphy. bat was soon
forced to rail an ambulance.

Murphy was taken to the City Hospital,
where, he died jcterday morning at 10:5
o'clock. ards In his pocket the
name of T. F. .Murpliv. special agnt for
the Fidelity M tit tin 1 Life Insurance Cm-pan- y.
